I met with Reverend David Maggi at the First Methodist Church at 2:00 PM on 
May 12, at the request of t he Scout Executive , to review with him information 
received in a letter from a ■TgjaLSjfiiggaJ in late April. This letter was 
sent to the Scout Executive and made reference to her finding a Triple X rated 
Video Tape in her sons bedroom. In my conversation with Rev. Maggi, we 
reviewed what had transpired up to date. Rev. Maggi talked with Dennis 
Lamberd about this matter back 5 or 6 months ago. The pastor met wi th the 
motherand the boy and also met with the mother and the Scoutmaster, [j||fjjfjjj8 
j foaTffi^ 3§| at that time. The tape was brought to the meeting by the mother. 

The pastor tells me that the boy stated that he was at the Scoutmasters home 
and was reviewing a book of video tapes that the Scoutmaster had (it sounded 
like possibly with some other Scouts) and they were looking at some of them in 
the book that were Triple X rated and asked if he or they could look at them. 
According to the boy, the Scoutmaster said ^/ou can take it home if you would 
like but don't let your parents see it. 11 ^ 

In the meeting with the mother and the pastor and the Scoutmaster, the Scout- 
master denied that he had given him the tape and at the end of the meeting the 
mother said I don't want this tape around and Mr. Price indicated that he woul 
take it and see if he could find out where it belonged. According to the 
Methodist Minister, he then talked with several members of the church board and 
it was decided that they would not pursue the removal or discipline of the 
Scoutmaster at that time because it was ones word against the other but that 
they would tell the Scoutmaster that if any incident or any information was 
received further on this matter, that he would be removed as Scoutmaster. This 
was conveyed to the Scoutmaster by the minister at that time. 

The pastor personally believes, based on what he said to me, that Vernon Price 
does awn the tape. He indicated that it was numbered and Vernon has all his 
tapes numbered, anc^tha^h^has^strong feelings about Mr, Price. The pastor 
also stated that^^^^^^^Mjg^^^^j who live near both the | ffiSfe^lB| family 
and Mr. Price, v^we^th^r^mandshared with the pastor that i^Sas trash.

tape, the pastor does not know and we could not find his number in the phone 
book. The pastor also mentioned that very few of the boys were members of the 
church. . . that the church sponsored the unit as a community service t o a large 
degree but he did mention that one of the members of the committee, 
p ^^Tj , is a very active church member and is involved deeply in the church. 
Also that the other family that h^cnow^i^/ery active in their church, which 
is the Presbyterian Church, is pt^^^^fli^^ who are also members of the 
committee. 



The pastor further requested that if we are to take any action, would we please 
let him know prior to doing so, so that he will be prepared for anything that 
he needs to do. . He mentioned that the Scoutmaster and his parents are members 
of the church. Mr. Price's mother goe^regularl^an^since this incident with 
the pastor talking to the Scoutmaster, p^^fe^^firTjy^ } has been coming to 
church quite regularly - the father comes on occasion. The minister also 
indicated that there are many boys that frequent the Scoutmasters trailer home. 
The Scoutmaster lives in the trailer and his parents live in a separate trailer 
on the same property.

After several follow up phone calls to [ggsg ^^^jij concerning her letter 
postmarked 25 April 87, and at her request, no action other than an 
expression of this council's concern for the quality of leadership expressed to 
the head of the chartered organization, Pastor David Maggi, First United 
Methodist Church in Odessa, Missouri, no action has been taken by this 
council due to the fact that those closest to the situation have expressed an 
unwillingness to pursue the matter. Today I checked with our council 
registrar and discovered that Vernon L Price, Jr. had in fact been selected 
once again to serve in the capacity of Scoutmaster of Troop 120 chartered to 
the First United Methodist Church. 

It is my recommendation that this material be kept on file but that no 
further action be taken by this council at this time.
